Washington, D. C., May 13.—[ Special. 
Postal inspectors delving into the affairs of 
the office of A. W. Machen, who was relieved 
recently of the duties of superintendent of 
the free delivery service, today unearthed 
evidence which may cause the suspended offi- 
olal endless trouble. It is an undated order 
to the rural free delivery carriers directing 
them to forward to Machen the names of all 
persons living on the routes, giving the num- 


ber of adults in each family, the number of 


children, whether male or female, and their 


ages, 

This information is of no value to the de- 
partment, but it is of inestimable value to 
merchants and others seeking customers for 
their goods. As yet the inspectors have been 
unable to find the lists described in the order, 
and there is considerable speculation as to 
what became of them. If they have been re- 
moved from the department the person re- 
sponsible is Hable to be punished by a heavy 
Hine and a long term in the penitentiary, as 
the papers were government property, and 
the fact that they were of no value to the 
government would not mitigate the offense. 

Officials of the department are of the opin- 
ion that when a new route was established 
one of Mr. Machen's orders accompanied the 
carrier’s appointment.

Manufacturers and mail order houses are 
extremely anxious to secure the addresses of 
persons throughout the country, especially if 
accompanied by facts relating to sex and 
as it would be valuable in aiding them to dis- 
pose of their wares. Today's discovery 80 
closely following the action of Assistant 
Postmaster General Bristow in discontinuing 
the mailing of bulletins containing the names 
and addresses of rural carriers appointed, to- 
gether with the number of persons living on 
the routes and the location of those routes, 
has caused much gossip.

Mr. Machen ordered to be gathered, one offi- 
citl said he would gladly resign his position 
if he legitimately had possession of it. 

Postmaster General Payne will take fur- 
ther steps to prevent the extinction of coun- 


| try stores, which is threatened by large 


stores in connection with the rural free de- 
Mvery system. The first step in this direc- 
tion was taken by the postoffice department 
when it discontinued the practice of sending 
to a large number of firme of the country 
daily bulletine containing information re- 
garding the establishment of rural routes, 
their location, and the nathes of the carriers. 
This practice of distributing information 
under a government frank was held to be an 
unjust discrimination in favor of the big 
business concerns of the country and against 
the industries of rural communities. Post- 
master General Payne within a few days 
will issue ah order calling the attention of 
employés of the rural free delivery service 
to that section of the postal regulations 
which prohibits a carrier on a rural route 
from acting as agent for any firm in the sale 
of commodities to patrons along the line of 
his route. 

Another step will be taken by the post- 
master general in the near future by rescind- 
ing an order issued some months ago in- 
structing each postmaster to post in a con- 
spicuous place in his office the names and 
addresses of patrons along the rural routes 
branching from his headquarters. Strong 
protests were made against the posting of 


‘these bulletins, but Postmaster General 


Payne declined to discontinue it on the 
ground that he was desirous of doing the 
most good to the greatest number, and ow- 
ing to the confused conditions resulting from 
the installation of the rural delivery, the 
change of names of offices and the transfer 
of patrons from one office to another in the 
adjustment of routes, it has been necessary 
to continue for a time at least the practice 
of making public the names of persons living 
in these sections. But he will revoke the 
order when this confusion has been straight- 
ened out, 


One of the most serious aspects of the case 
is considered to be that with regard to the 
rural carriers acting as agents for various 
concerns. It is this practice which, more 
than any othtr, has enabled the big firms to 
secure a strong feothold in rural communi- 
ties and to make great inroads into the busi- 
ness of their local competitors. Many peti- 
tions received stated that the rural carrier in 
certain communities acted as purchasing 
agents for commission houses which dealt in 
eggs, butter, and cheese; others represented 
large dairymen and went about looking for

SCHOOL BOARD RESOLVES FOR A 
SUBSTITUTION ON JULY 4. 
“Johnny” May Recite “Sheridan’s 

Ride” at 4 A. M. if He Desires to 
Awaken the Neighbors, but He Can- 
net, if He Observes Teacher“ 
Rules, Shoot Of Any Cannon Crack- 
ers—Supt. Cooley May Have to Pre- 

pare the Eloquence. 


“When Johnny gets up at 4 o'clock on fourth 
of July morning this year he must soak his 
firecrackers in water, stand up on a soap 


box, and deliver a lecture on George Wash- 


ington, if he follows the wishes of the board 
of education.

To Manufacture Oratory. 

The school board tabooed the fireofacker 
at its meeting last night and agreed to supply 
the 275,000 youths and maids attending the 
Chicago schools with enough “ eloquence” 
about American war heroes to last them dur- 
ing the whole eventful day.

resolves: 

„That the pupils in our public schools be 
taught how to celebrate Independence day in 


a more patriotic manner, and that lectures 


be prepared by the superintendent of the 
schools telling of deeds of patriotism that 
have been done in defense of our country. 

„That all parents be requested to dissuade 
their children from exploding blank cart- 
ridges, fire crackers, fireworks, and other 
dangerous noise producing materials, likely 
to injure Hfe and property. 

“That the commissioners of all the public 
parks in the city be requested to have con- 
certs, entertainments, and patriotic speeches 
at the different parks on Independence day.“

RUN MORE CARS, 
SAYS.GROSSCUP, 


Court Orders Union Traction 
Receivers to Empty Barns. 
and Put Equipment 
in Service. 


Six Extra Cable Trains and 
Twenty-five Trolleys to Be 
Operated During the 

Rush Hours. 


“Improve your service at once. Don't 
store any cars away in the barns while they 
can be earning money for the company, and 
at the same time put the pubiic in a better 
mood ‘ 

These were the instructions which Judge 
Grosscup of the United States Circult court 
gave yesterday afternoon ta the 
manager and general solicitor of the Union 
Traction company. They contain the prom- 
ise of better days forstreet car patrons with- 
out waiting for new franchises, 

Judge Grosscup gave evidence during a 
conference with representatives of the cor- 
poration which is now in the hands of re- 
ceivers under his court, that he will take 
an active hand in the management, and at 
once give residents of the north and west 
sides more seats and quicker means of trans- 
portation. 4 

General Manager John M. Roach is at work 
on a report to be made to the judge showing 
where economies in operating and other ex- 
penses can be made which will Justify more 
expenditures in giving the people some of the 
facilities they have been so long aaking for. 

Can Save $75,000 a Year. 

At the conference were Mr. Roach, Attor- 
ney Gurley, and Receiver Sampsell. The 
judge asked Mr. Roach if it were not possi- 


ble, now the road is in charge of the court, 


and thus relieved of many ordinary expenses, 
to save enough money from the operating 
account to allow of more cars, especially dur- 
ing the rush hours, 

Mr. Roach answered that, on a rough 
guess, he would say that he could retrench 
to the amount of $75,000 a year, largely 
through taking in all free transportation, 
except to policemen and firemen, which is re- 
quired by the franchise ordinances, and re- 
ducing expenses in the purehasing depart- 
ment. 

The general manager said he would have 
to ask for further time for a more detailed 
report, but was confident he could merease 
the facilities, without adding to cost of 

„ r at least: 
Six extra cable trains during the morning 
and night rush hours. 

“ Twenty-five extra trolley cars during the 
same hours.” 


Ordered to Act at Once. 


This, he explained, was as far as he could 
promise now, because the cables would not 
bear any more trains and there were only 
twenty-five electric motors unused in the 
barns. 

“Do it at once,” instructed the judge. 
“Don’t store any cars away in the barns 
while they can be earning money for the 
company and at the same time put the public 
in a better mood.“ 

It is understood that whatever economies 
Manager Roach may be able to make will 
be utilized in the direction of giving the pub- 
lic better service. Judge Grosscup takes 
the position that he, as the law officer in 
charge of the property, is bound to regard all 
interests and that the public’s interest is 
the main one as long as the. property is not 
sacrificed. 

Statement by the Receivers. 


Last evening the following statement 
was given out by the receivers: 

There are signs that Judge Grosscup in- 
tends personally to take a hand in the ad- 

nistration of the traction company’s af- 
airs, and, perhaps, in the negotiations look- 
ing tg the extension of its franchises. It was 
at his instance that General Manager Roach, 
Mr. Gurley, and the receivers were called to- 
gether to ascertain if the expenses of operat- 
ing the company might not be reduced. 

A reduction has been accomplished by 
withdrawing all free transportation except 
to the policemen on duty, and certain benevo- 
lent societies, such as the sisters of charity; 
in the reduction of expenditures through the 
purchasing department; and in various other 
ways. 

The saving, however, will not go to the 
stockholders. Judge Grosscup believes the 
traction company owes a duty to the public, 
and has ordered that, to the capacity of the 
cables to haul the cars, there should be an in- 
creased service of cars on the cable lines 
during the busy morning and evening hours. 
This will mean from five to six extra trains 
during these hours. About twenty-five extra 
electric cars will be put in operation on the 
electric lines, to go into effect in a few days.” 


Ask to Borrow Money. 

At 10 o’clock this morning the formal ap- 
plication will be made to Judge Grosscup by 
the receivers for permission to borrow the 
money necessary to meet the coming quar- 
terly payments on rent due the North and 
West Chicago street railway companies.

Hitherto the strikers had kept so quiet they 
commanded the admiration of everybody, 
but, being exasperated to the highest pitch 
by the attitude of the authorities, by their 
unjust treatment, and by the stubborn re- 
sistance of their former emy wers, they re- 
solved to resort to violence. Though deeply 
regretting the controversy has taken such 
a d@eplorable course, everybody still sym- 
pathizes with the strikers. 

A state of siege has been declared and no 
groups of persons are allowed to gather in 
the streets. There are at the hospital this 
morning twelve dead and thirty wounded. 

Troops Restoring Order. 

Numerous reinforcements arrived yester- 
day from Santiago and Limache, and de- 
tachments of infantry and cavalry are now 
patrolling the streéts, and it is believed ‘the 
mob will not make any further riotous dem- 
onstrations. The shops are still shut and 
bread, milk, and meat have been scarce to- 


day. 
Melbourne Strike Failing. 

MELBOURNE, May 13.—There is every 
evidence that the strike of the railway men 
is failing. Thirty trains were run yester- 
day and fifty today. The government of 
Victoria paid the fare of fifty engine drivers 
from other states, who came to take the 
places of the strikers. “ 

In the legislative assembly today Premier 
Irvine moved the second reading of a bill 
providing for the suppression of the strike. 
It forbids interference with employés, the 
collection ‘of strike funds, or encouraging the 
„Strike in any manner. The bill further em- 
powers the police to destroy documents en- 
couraging the strike, makes printers thereof 
offenders against the law, and declares meet- 
ings to be unlawful if four strikers are pres- 
ent. The police are empowered to forcibly 
enter meetings. 

A dispatch from Sydney, N. S. W., reports 
secret meetings of New South Wales trades 
unionists, notably railroad and street car 
men. The official head of unionism declared 
that all workmen would support the railroad 
men, and that unless the Victoria govern- 
ment surrendered the struggle would ex- 
tend to the other states, this fight being only 
an outpost skirmish.

He showed 
that a number of patients, mostly working- 
men, had been cured of consumption, and 
said they were treated without interference 
with their work. The use of sanosin prevents 
coughing, fever, and night sweats and re- 
sults in the patient gaining in weight.

NEW WAY OF HARDENING STEEL. 


English Inventor on “Way to United 
States to Introduce Process Only 
Recently Discovered. 


LONDON, Max 13.—W. H. Frith has gone 
to the United States to interest American 
steel makers in the Holzer-Frith process of 
hardening and annealing steel. He declares 
that the present process of hardening steel 
by plunging and subsequent annealing will 
be abolished and all steel now in use, includ- 
ing armor plate, will shortly be obsolete. 

By the new process hardening and anneal- 
ing are accomplished simultaneously in a 
bath of quicksilver confined in a hermetically 
sealed vessel. The rapid expansion of the 
quicksilver under the influence of heat is 
said to create even pressure all round, and 
to prevent that distortion ot the molecules 
whieh causes those flaws in steel as now 
hardened, which often lead -to digaster 
where the product is subjected to severe 
tests. 

Mr. Frith asserts, and the British govern- 
ment tests seem to bear him out, that metal 
hardened and annealed by the quicksilver 
process is immensely increased irfstrength 
and rendered noncorrodibie. It is also as- 
serted that ship plates and all exposed metal 
work can be made hard enough to resist rust 
and to offer extraordinary resistance to 
projectiles. Mr. Frith argues that the proc- 
‘ess will not be unnecessarily expensive.

Henry H. s. Cavendish, the English 

Aristocrat and African Explorer, 
Recovers Property He Deeded to C. 
H. Strutt—Told the Jadge He Was 


_ Induced to Transfer His Belongings 


to the Army Officer After Conyversa- 
tion with Angels.

LONDON, May 13.—The court of chancery 
today set aside the deed by which Henry H. 
8. Cavendish turned over the bulk of his 


property to Maj..C. H. Strutt, an officer in 


the British army. Cavendish brought the 
suit against Maj. Strutt to recover posses- 
sion on the ground that the officer had se- 
— control of it through spiritualistic de- 
vices. 
Spent $1,000,000 in Four Tears. 
The plaintiff is the young aristocratic Af- 
rican’ explorer. He spent nearly a million 
dollars in four years, largely in theatrical 
ventures and in buying jewelry for actresses. 
A year ago last April he married Isabel Jay, 
the leading actress of the Savoy theater. 
After spending a great deal of his money 
in explorations and in the other ways re- 
ferred to, Cavendish turned over the re- 
mainder of his property, amounting to some 
$200,000, by settlement to the defendant, 
Maj. Strutt, to agminister in trustfor him. 


Advised by Archangels. 

The evidence showed that Cavendish had 
been induced to belleve by table rappings, 
planchette writing, and, other devices that 
he was in communication with the spirit of 
his dead mother, who spoke to him. Caven- 
dish testified during the trial that Maj. and 
Mrs. Strutt carried: on their spiritualistic 
eéances daily, only stopping long enough for 
meals. 

‘‘ We had communications from the angels 
and archangels, he said. ‘‘ All sorts of mes- 
sages came from them—prayers, poetry, and 
stories of processions in heaven. Sometimes 
the angels made reference to our business 
matters. Their advice always coincided with 
that of the Strutts.“ 

The judge in rendering his decision today 
held that the plaintiff had not been fairly 
advised in regard to the full meaning of the 
settlement with Maj. Strutt, which he ac- 
cordingly set aside.

LORIMER 


Will Force a “Quiet” Cam- 
paign in Republican; Noisy 
in Democratic Wards. 


TALKS TO. POLITICIANS. 


“Still Hunt” the Motto. in Hyde 


Park, Lake View, and Other 


Similar Districts. 


William Lorimer, as actual head of the 
republican judicial campaign, outlined his 
policy yesterday as one of qulet in the 
strong republican wards and of noise in dem- 
ocratic strongholds. The voters will not be 
stirred up in Hyde Park or Lake View, or in 
the Second or Third wards. No big meetings 
will be held in these regions; only quiet little 
conferences for instructions to ward workers 
who may be depended on. 

In the heavy democratic districts there will 
be much stir and much trading for the 
benefit of Lorimer’s favorite candidates. 

E. S. Conway may be chairman of the 
campaign committee, but Mr. Lorimer and 
his friends, Including ex-Sheriff Magerstadt, | 
J. J. Reddick, Homer K. Galpin, and others, 
served warning yesterday that the congress- 
man-elect is to be the real director. Lori- 
mer occupied the chair at the afternoon 
meeting of the county executive committee 
and among other things declared for a gum 
shoe campaign. 


Need a “Still Hunt.” 

“What we need this campaign is just a 
still hunt, was the substance of Mr. Lori- 
mer's advice, presented as chairman. We 
need a quiet campaign in the republican 
wards; no brass band methods. In the big 
republican wards we do not need great 
meetings of voters, but quiet meetings with 
the ward workers on whom we can depend. 
In the big democratic wards it would be 
well to make a hard campaign. I believe 
many voters can be secured by such work 
in these districts because of democratic dis- 
affection.” 

This plan met with little enthusiasm from 
the personal representatives of many of the 
judicial candidates. The scheme, they assert, 
is to ald certain nominees who are in Lori- 
mer's favor and whom he hopes thus to save 
from defeat by a system of trading votes 
in the democratic wards against other candi- 
dates on his own party's ticket. 


Provisionals on the Ballots. 

The provisional candidates for circuit 
judges will have their names on the ballot 
without a writ of mandamus and will be 
voted for at the coming election. 

The board of supervision, comprising Judge 
Carter, State’s Attorney Deneen, and County 
Clerk Oleson, decided yesterday to recognize 
the certificates of nomination for the repub- 
lican, democratic, and socialist candidates 
who were nominated under the law of 1901 
and let their names go on theofficial! ballot. 

This decision was not reached, however, 
until the candidates entered into an agree- 
ment that the three who are elected would 
not attempt to qualifyand assume the duties 
of office before the Supreme court has set- 
tled the question at issue. The point is 
whether the legislature, despite its action at 
the recent session, could legally repeal the 
law creating additional judgeships for Cook 
county. If not, the act of 1901 was con- 
stitutional. 

The provisional judges on the republican 
ticket are Howard O. Sprogle, Leander D. 
Condee, and E. B. Esher. The democratic 
nominees are George Mills Rogers, Thomas 
M. Hoyne, and Joseph A. O'Donnell.

Drivers’ Union Makes Agreement with

Chairman J. A. Barkey of the Laundry 
Owners’ association decided in the afternoon 
to put the drivers on record. He sent a 
notice to the Chicago Board of Arbitration— 
the adjustment body of teamsters’ union 
—asking it to take up the differences be- 
tween the owners and the drivers. 

According to the laws of the Teamsters’ 
National union, which is the parent organ- 
ization of drivers, the laundry wagon 
men must c nt to go before the board. 
When it hands down a decision they must 
obey it, regardless of their compact with 
the workers. If they refuse complications

The state board of arbitration eppiared 
before the laundry owners last night and 
asked that their services in effecting an ad- 
justment be accept The owners hesitat- 
ed, since the strikers refused to permit the

Open Fight the Only Way Left. 

„ gee nothing left for us to do but fight,” 
gaid C. I. Goodhart of the owners. ‘‘ We 
first tried to adjust this trouble without a 
strike, but the union was obdurate. We of- 
fered them concessions that older organiza- 
tions would willingly have accepted, but 
they turned us down. We have now offered 
them the services of the best board in the 
country, and since they have refused they, 
not we, must stand the blame.” 

A test of the strength of the strikers was 

made during the day by R. Robertson of the 
Westlake laundry. He has over 10,000 pieces 
of linen which were left untouched when the 
strike was called. These he determined to 
have laundered, and sent out notice to the 
strikers that they might report for work. He 
opened his plant at the usual hour, and seven- 
ty-six of them were ready to start. 

Later in the day one of the west side men 
reported that he had taken a similar course, 
and that out of his 161 workers over 151 were 
ready for duty. Other owners assert that 
over 50 per cent of their employés have in- 
formed them that they anxious for peace. 

Business Agent M. Lenfion of the union de- 
nied the assertions of the owners. He de- 
clared that 28 out of 190 laundries have signed 
union agreements, and that they have found 
it impossible to get enough help. He asserts 
that the strikers are loyal.

STRIKERS ARMY 
GAINS RECRUITS. 
Three New Disputes Added to 
the Already Long List of 
Labor Troubles. 


EFFORTS FOR PEACE FAIL 


Deering Company Offers Conces- 
sions That Will Be Con- 
sidered Today.

Three more strikes were added yesterday 
to the list of labor disputes that are demor- 
alizing the business interests of the city; 
while. the genera! feeling of unrest among 


the workers showed signs of further growth. 


Not one of the long list of strikes was set- 
tled during the day, although the Chicago 
board of arbitration, the state board, and the 
Chicago Federation of Labor attempted to 
act as peacemakers. Of all the attempts at 
peacemaking, that started by the federation 
among the employés of the Deering: com- 
pany is the only one that gives prospects ot 
results. 

The other boards will continue at work 
today, and before night there is a possibility 
that several disputes will be given over to 
them for adjustment. 

Developments of the Day:

Blacksmiths employed by the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific railroad.and John Mohr 
company of South Chicago struck.

President Schardt took the executive com- 
mittee of the federation to the Deering plant 
in the morning and held a conference with 
Supt. E. A. S. Clarke. He informed the com- 
pany that if it expects peace it must make 
some definite proposition. 

Mr. Clarke offered to guarantee that there 
will be no discrimination against union men, 
that all employés will be permitted to join 
labor body, and that when the strikers 
return to work the wage and hour demands 
of the men will be takenup. He informally 
agreed to institute the general, nine hour 
day throughout the plant. 

This offer was satisfactory to President 
Schardt, and he ordered the strikers to at- 
tend a massmeeting this afternoon at the 
Social Turner hall, If the workers refuse the 
offer the federation will back them up, al- 
though it will not * ype te of their course. 

President Larry J. Curran of the freight 
handlers took a hand in the strike by ordering 
the members of his organization not to handle 
any goods from the Deering company. This 
notice was sent to all the locals throughout 
the country. 

Telephone Cables Cut.. 

Sympathizers with the cable splicers sent 
out wrecking crews Tuesday night to the 
northwest side. Several large telephone ca- 
bles were cut and the service in Wicker Park 
was crippled. During the,day they watched 
the gangs of nonunion men, and several at- 
tempts at assault were made. One of these 
took place before the general offices at 203 
Washington street, but the nonunion man 
went into the building and remained till the 
assailants dispersed. 

Trouble has again appeared on the lines 
of the Chicago City railway compagy. Two 
weeks ago the trackmen began to organize 
a union. They declare that when the officials 
of the company learned of this they began 
to discharge the men, dismissing over sev- 
enty. The genera! union asked the national 
organization to send a delegate here to in- 
vestigate. 

The agreement of the union and the com- 
pany expires on June 10, and the men are 
anxious to have a genera! strike called.

FACES INDICTED MAN. 


Moody Merrill, Formerty Prominent 
Lawyer of Boston, Arrested in New 
York City—Accused of ‘Embezsling 
‘Large Sums from CHents—Flea to 
New Mexice and Found Wealth and 
Position Among Strangers — Teok 
Prominent Part in Politics. 


New York, May 13.—[Special.}—Atter be- 
ing a fugitive from the Boston police for ten 
‘years, during which time he, under an as- 
sumed name, became a wealthy and respect- 
ed citizen of many cities, Moody Merrill was 
‘overtaken by fate today. Two central sta- 
tion detectives arrested him on the charge 
which has been hanging over his head for 
80 long. 

His disguise was penetrated süden. 
he being recognized on the street by an 
old friend. 

The charge was grand larceny, made ten 
‘years ago, and Merrill was held for examina- 
tion on Friday. The arrest was made at the 
request of the Boston police, the specific 
charge being the larceny of $19,000, said to 
have been held by him in trust, for which 
— he was indicted in Boston Jan. 23, 
Indicted on Five Counts. 
Merrill once had a high reputation in bus!- 
ness, politics, and society in Boston. He 
left suddenly one day, and the charges made 
at the time created no little stir. According 
to the police, there is an indictment in five 
counts, alleging the misappropriation of 
about $60,000 In trust funds. At the time he 
left it was alleged that the total amount of 
Merrill's financial irregularities amounted 
to about $300,000, but only one specific charge 
was referred to the grand jury. He was 
widely known as a promoter. 


Prominent in New Home. 

After Merill left Boston he became known 
as Charles J. Grayson. He went to Silver 
City, N. M., and established himself in busi- 
ness there, became president of the National 
bank, interested himself in territorial pol- 
itics, and was appointed one of the regents 
of the state normal school. He established 
himself as the territorial agent of Senator 
Calvin S. Brice of the firm of W. H. Coler 
& Co. of New York and made money and 
a reputation for himself. Once he went to 
Washington to oppose the reappointment of 
Gov. Otero, and as one of those interested 
in urging the admission of New Mexico to 
statehood, and has been a figure of promi- 
nence not only in Washington but in New 


York. 
Never Went Back to Boston. 
It is said that he has never set foot In Bos- 
ton since his departure, but he appears to 
have cherished the hope of some time doing 
so. Considerable mystery seenis to attach 
to his arrest at this time. It is understood 
that the complainant ‘is a Mrs. Cohen of 
‘Boston, who claims to have given Merrill, 
who was at one tims-her counsel, the deed 
to some property with instructions to sell 
for her. She claims that he made the sale, 
but never turned over the money.

Great Navy Will Be Needed to 
Guard Enormous Trade That 
Looms Up in Future. 


dan Francisco, Cal., May 13.—I Special. 
President Roosevelt tonight declared himself 
a most ardent expansionist, and told a huge 
audience at Mechanics’ hall that it was the 
duty of the United States to keep the peace 
on the Pacific ocean, as it was certain that 
before long American trade on that side of 
the World would be of paramount importance. 
Beside making a speech at Mechanics’ hall 
the president broke ground for the McKinley 
mönument at the gate of Golden Gate park; 
reviewed the troops at the Presidio, reviewed 
the school children of the city, and drove over 
miles of the city streets. 

Tonight at the Mechanics’ pavilion the 
president made the most important speech 
he has delivered since he left St. Louis. His 
discourse was of particular interest to the 
Californians, and he aroused his auditors to 
@ high pitch of enthusiasm. 


Proud of Nation’s Future. 

The president sald: Before I saw the Pa- 
cific slope I was an expansionist, and after 
having seen it I fail to understand how any 
man confident of his country’s eatness 
and glad that his country should llenge 
with proud confidence our mighty future 
can be anything but an expansionist. 

An the century that is opening the com- 
merce and the progress ot the Pacific will be 
factors of incalculable moment in the his- 
tory of the world. Now in our day the great- 
est of all the oceans, of all the seas, and the 
last to be used on a lafge scale by civilized 
man, bids fair to become in its turn the first 
in point of importance. Our mighty republic 
has stretched across the Pacific, and now in 
California, Oregon, and Washington, in 
Alaska, and Hawaii, and the Philippines, 
holds an extent of coast line which makes it 
of necessity a power of the first class on the 
Pacific. 


Must Dominate Pacific.

ILLEGAL ORDERS FOUN 


MACHEN’S PAPERS. 


While in Postal Service He Is Believed 
te Have Instructed Rural Delivery 
Carriers te Send Him Census of 
Their Routes—Could Be of No Value 
te the Department, but Weuld Be 
Highly Prised by Mail Order Mer- 
chants.

agent for a coal company, and on occasions 
last winter his mail wagon was followed by 
several farm wagons loaded down with an- 
thracite which had been previously con- 
tracted for and on which he received a 
commission for its sale and delivery. 

Other agents carry pagsengers along their 
routes, and the mail cart of one who was 
mentioned is. regularly followed by a big 
stage driven by his son and usually full of 
passengers, whose fares he has collected, 

All these things are a direct and serious 
violation of the postal regulations and suffi- 
cient to insure dismissal, but inasmuch as 
another section of these same regulations 
expressly stipulates that a carrier may per- 
form errands and do other voluntary acts 
to aid in the comfort and convenience of his 
patrons, it has been found difficult to secure 
evidence to convict, particularly as the 
patrons along the routes will not give infor- 
mation against the carriers. 

Every effort will be made by the officials 
of the department to prevent this alleged dis- 
crimination against local industries and to 
preserve the popularity of the growing serv- 
ice, which is daily becoming a more impor- 
tant branch of the postal system. 

0 

France is confronted by a condition of af- 
fairs which threatens disaster in many in- 
dustrial enterprises and particularly in agri- 
cultural pursuits. This condition is caused 
by frosts late in April, which destroyed not 
only half the vintage product of the coun- 


seriously damaged cereal and forage crops. 

According to a report received by the state 
department from Consul Tourgee at Bor- 
deaux. “One-half of the vine crop of 
France is destroyed. A certain proportion 
of new buds will come on, but the number 
depends entirely on the weather conditions. 
The commercial importance of such reduc- 
tion in the vintage of a single year is modi- 
fied by the fact that wine is not marketed or 
consumed as soon as made. Two years, ang, 
if it is of good quality, three years, must 

before it comes on the market. 

“There is much more than the normal. 
supply of wines of low degree of alcohol 
now on hand, and it is not certain that any 
permanent augmentation of existing prices 
is likely to result in the wine trade. 

All the fruits with the exception of pears 
are absolutely destroyed. The most im- 
portant consequence of this is the failure 
of the French prune crop, the destruction 
of which is reported to be practically com- 
plete, and as this follows a poor crop last 
year the country is without any reserve 
supplies except what may be left from last 
seasons importations from California. 
Should the failure of this crop be as sweep- 
ing as is now indicated it will be a fact of 
decided interest to the California prune 
growers and dealers. 

“ As other fruits which are here 
in large quantities also have been destroyed, 
thousands of laborers will be thrown out 


of employment. There probably will be an 
increased for the better qualities of 
dried apples. There will of necessity be a 


searcity of other fruit products, which are 
largely exported to the United States, such 
as cherries and apricots. Following, as this 
does, two years of scarcity in sardine’ on 
the French coasts, it is hard on the packing 
industry in this section. 

“Cereals and forage plants throughout 
southwest France are seriously injured. 
Clover is cut badly and the hay crop will 
be short. The same is said to be true of 


wheat, rye, and possibly oats.”

Baker, First infantry; T. V. Crockett, Twen- 
ty-fourth infantry; and C. R. W. Morrison, 
Fifth infantry; C. Rodman Jones, First cav- 
alry; W. M. True, Sixteenth infantry; and 
W. A. Haycraft, Twenty-second infantry. 
At the recent regular examination of the 
school these officers were found deficient 
and it was reported to Gen. Bates, command- 
ing the department of Missouri, that their 
failure was due to negligence. He accord- 
ingly ordered a court martial on the charge 
of conduct to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline. Gen. Bates’ action 
met the approval of the secretary of war, 
and it is believed will result in officers at 
the school applying themselves more closely 
to their studies. 


Gov. Dockery of Missouri, who requested 
the state department to use its influence to 
secure the extraditior to the United States 
of Ellis Wainwright, charged with bribery 
in the St. Louls municipal scandal, has been 
informed that the extradition treaty with 
France, where Wainwright is supposed to 
be, does not include bribery. , 

Wainwright is a millionaire brewer and the 
richest man against whom the charge of 
corrupting St. Louis councilmen by the use 
of money was brought. The difficulty in his 
case is similar to that encountered in the 
cases of Charles Kratz and Charles Carroll, 
the alleged boodle aldermen, who fied from 
St. Louis and settled in Mexico, engaging in 
ranching. Finding they could not be ex- 
tradited on the charge of bribery, District 
Attorney Folk of St. Louis, who is prosecut- 
ing the bribery cases, came to Washington 
at the last session of congress and secured 
the negotiation and ratification of a special 
treaty with Mexico, adding bribery to the 
list of extraditable offenses. Some such 
means may be resorted to in Wainwright's 
case unless an indictment of an extraditable 
crime can be obtained. The difficulty is 
greater than in the Kratz and Carroll cases, 
however, as Wainwright can move from 
France to some other European nation be- 
fore the special extradition treaty with the 
French government to fit his offense can be 
negotiated, ratified, and proclaimed. —

Washington, D. C., May 13.—I[ Special. 
Colombia is im a desperate situation, being 
hopelessly ruined financially. A condition 
of affairs exists in that South American re- 
public which bears a striking similarity to 
that prevailing in France before the revolu- 
tion. Unsatisfactory conditions involving a 
bankrupt government, accompanied by com- 
mercial depression and a situation almost 
chaotic, are undoubtedly responsible for the 
queer actions in that country regarding the 
Panama canal treaty. The hope is enter- 
tained by South Americans that the United 
States will come to their rescue and help them 
out of their dilemma by increasing the bonus 
to be paid on account of the canal. 


Larger Canal Bonus Wanted. 

Advices from a thoroughly reliable source, 
received by the United States government, 
show that Colombia is financially ruined, and 
that the $10,000,000 to be paid by the United 
States, if the treaty is ratified, would furnish 
only a small measure of relief. The prevail- 
ing situation is believed to be partly responsi- 
ble for the demand of the opponents of the 
treaty that the borius to Colombia be in- 
creased. Some of these opponents want as 
much as $25,000,000, or two and a half times 
as much as the United States congress has 
agreed to give. 


Flood of Paper Money. 

The advices referred to say that on March 
1 last the Colombian government gave no- 
tice that it had stopped tire issue of paper 
money that was flooding the country and 
had turned over the lithograph plates from 
which it was made to a committee composed 
of prominent members of the different po- 
litical parties. Consequently the govern- 
ment, early in April, practically was with- 
out funds. It had not enough to pay running 
expenses, to say nothing of foreign claims 
and demands. Not a cent of interest has 
been paid on the national debt since the war 
began in 1899. Claims growing out of the“ 
recent revolution are assuming tremendous 
proportions, and as there are no other means 
of relief it is apparent that the government 
must again have recourse to lithograph 
stones and start the presses. 

Moreover, it wae the general opinion that 
even the small measure of relief which might 
follow the receipt of $10,000,000 from the 
United States on account of the Panama 
canal could not be obtained, for it was not

At one time last year exchange in New 
York was 22,000, that is to say, 22,000 Colum- 
bian dollars were required to purchase one 
dollar's worth of goods in the United States. 
It was feared the rate would be even higher 
this summer, for there were over one billion 
dollars of this money afloat and it was ex- 
pected that $500,000,000 more would be issued 
immediately. to pay expenses. 

The foreign debts in 1896 amounted

Mayo 
Crolius is determined to remove Police Chi 
Reitz and Fire Chief Paige, who has been 
in charge of that department for ten o 
twelve years. ; 

At the meeting of the council Monday night 
twenty-seven appointments were rejected 
by the council. Mayor Crolius waited until 
11 o'clock that evening, when he walked into 
the saloon of Ald. Harney, who is one of 
the men fighting him, and ordered him to 
close up. The alderman obeyed with alac- 
rity. The mayor then went to the saloon of 
Mike Kelly, which is in a building owned 
by Ald. Walch, another of the belligerents, 
and gave the same instructions. 

Paige has the backing of the fire insurance 
companies, and not long ago a delegation 
of Chicago insurance men called on Mayor 
Crolius in Paige's behalf. The mayor was 
given to understand that if the veteran fire 
chief was let out the insurance rates for 
the city would be increased materially.

Letter of J. A. Nourse. 

J. A. Nourse, a resident of Hyde Park, ex- 
presses the general tenor of these letters. 

„While it is a fact that the Chicago city 
council has no right to grant any individual 
the privilege Of encroaching on the street,” 
Mr. Nourse's letter asserts, it is a fact 
that there are several thousand such en- 
| croachments now in existence in this city. 
“One violation is that of residents en- 
’croaching upon the streets by taking in sec- 
tions of the street and including them with 
their private lawns. There are many thou- 
sande of such cases. Now, in the Hyde Park 
districts some years ago permission was 
given that the sidewalks for pedestrians be 
placed adjacent to the curb instead of ad- 
jacegt to the lot line. This is an inconven- 
lence and detriment to every person who is 
obliged to use these walks and should never 
have been allowed.“ 


Some Encroechmertits Pointed Out.

REOPENS RRIGHLIN CASE

CORONER AT LORAIN, o., ORDERS 
BODY EXHUMED. 


| Autopsy Considered Incomplete in 


View of Testimony Showing Young 
Woman Had Been Choked to Death— 
Bartender Declares Father Walser 
Said Casimir Reichlin Saw the Mur- 
derer—Priest Likely to Be Called as 
Witness in Second Inquest. 


Lorain, O., May 13.—[Special.j—The in- 
guiry into the murder of Agatha Reichlin 
will be reopened and Coronor French has 
announced that he will exhume the body of 
the murdered young woman for further ex- 
amination. 

This action is the result of new evidence 
developed in the last twenty-four hours, two 
physicians having asserted they believe the 
young woman was choked to death and a 

artender having told the police that Father 
Walser has said Casimer Reichlin had seen 
and been threatened by the murderer. 


Story Told by Bar . 

This morning Noah Spradling. the bar- 
keeper at the Armstrong hotel, was sum- 
moned to police headquarters. He is the 
man who sold Casimir Reichlin a gallon of 
whisky for Father Walser on the night of the 
murder. 

When put in the sweat box Spradling 
told the police that Father _ had said 
to him on the day following the murder that 
the murderer, as he was leaving the house 
by way of the attic, had threatened both him 
and Casimir Reichlin with the stone he car- 
ried. — 

The Rev. Mr. Walser,“ said Spradling, 
came into the hotel on the afternoon of the 
day the murder was discovered. I spoke to. 
him about the murder. I asked why two men 
like himself and Casimir did not attack.the 
intruder. He said: The murderer came 


into the room and held a stone over my head 


in a threatening attitude. When I told him 
to get out of there he backed into Agatha's 
room and threatened to kill the first man 
who approached him.“ 

Two other men who heard Father Walser's 
statement say they got the impression that 
Casimir Reichlin was included in the priest's 
description of the affair. 

This was a surprise to the police, inasmuch 
as Casimir had testified at the inquest that 
he had neither heard nor seen the murderer; 
that the priest alone saw him and that he 
escaped before Casimir was awakened by the 


priest. 
Autopsy Was Incomplete. 
The decision to exhume the body of Agatha 


‘Reichlin was arrived at by Coroner French, 


who is not satisfied with the autopsy. Dr. 
Cox reported there were no signs of violence 
on the body, aside from the wound on the 
head, which caused death. Coroner French 
now says there were bruises upon the throat 
as if she had been choked, and also a bruise 
upon one wrist. This is verified by the state- 
ment of Police Captain Ketchum. The health 
officer also reported that he found a gallon 
ot blood in the woman's stomach. The coro- 
ner says such a quantity of blood could only 
have come from a ruptured artery in the 
throat, as it would have passed out through 
the nose and mouth if it had come from a 
wound in the head. It is probable Father 
Walser will be swmmoned as a witness. He 
did not testify at the inquest for the reason 
that he was then under arrest. He is ex- 
pected to clear up the question as to whether 
Casimir Reichlin saw the murderer or not.

Stocks in Many Stores Damaged 
and Town Is Left in Darkness. 


Jacksonville, Fla., May 18.—The rain which 
fell yesterday and last night assumed this 
morning about daybreak almost the propor- 
tions of a cloudburst, and when the citizens

But even in the ecstatic passages there 
have been reasonable streaks. It is certain: 
ly true that many hymns are doggerel, fus- 
tian, claptrap, and balderdash. It is.cer- 
tainly true that Longfellow wrote a greut 
deal of gush, cant, and “ moral tonic ” stuff. 
It is certainly trie that Shakspeare made 
some bad puns. “ Not on thy soul but on 
the sole, false Jew,” can hardly be re- 
garded as a verbal quibble of happy subtle-

foolish things Which have been ascribed of 
late to edueators of one kind and another 
have proved, on investigation, either to have 
been ascribed to them incorrectly or else to 
have been so qualified at the time of utter- 
ance by other statements as to lose a great 
deal of their apparent foolishness.

ALL DEPENDS ON THE JURY. 

The governor of Pennsylvania hag signed 
a libel bill of which many of the newspa- 
pers of the state say that with it the law 
“ liberty of the press will be a thing of the 
past.” There is no uncertainty as to the 
object of the authors of the law. They 
wish to terrify into silence journals which 
have exposed the corrupt practices of state 
officials and have laid bare the dishonesty 


| of the rings which have plundered the cit- 


izens of Philadelphia and Pittsburg. They 
wish to make such papers believe that it 
will be unsafe for them to print a word 
about official malfeasance or to lay before 
the people the bad records of candidates 
for Office. 4 

There is no real reason why a Pennsylva- 
nia paper should refrain from printing the 
truth about dishonest politicians, no matter 
how offensive the truth may be to them. 
A political machine may pass a libel law 
filled with penalties. It may compel its 
judges to construe the law as it wishes. It 
may impanel grand juries which will return 
indictments under the law. It cannot se- 
eure convictions unless it can pack petit 
juries. On such juries depends entirely 
the efficacy of a libel law. A judge may 
instruct a jury to convict, but it, as in mem- 
orable instances occurring in England and 
this country at a time when the law of libel 
was much severer than the new Pennsy!- 
vania law, may stubbornly refuse to con- 
vict. 

No newspaper editor who has printed the 
truth for a good purpose without malice 
will have a verdict returned against him 
in a civil or criminal case, for no twelve 
men can be put in the jury box who will 
agree that he is guilty. The reputable 
journals of Pennsylvania are not owned or 
managed by cowards. They will not be 
frightened by any libel law the bosses” 
may put ppon the statute books. They have 
the guarantee. of the Pehnsylvania consti- 
tution that they can publish facts concern- 
ing the official conduct of officers when they 
do so without negligence or malice. They 
have the further guarantee that in all indict- 
ments for libel the jury shall have the right 
to determine the law and the facts. The 


liberty of the press remains, but papers 


must be sure as to their facts. So they 
should be if there were no libel law. 


NEED OF A REVISED LIST. 

No other community, large or small, 
copies the generous Chicago method of 
dealing with the prominent citizen,” Else- 
where he is obliged to pay the penalty of 
prominence. He is made to work for the 
public good, and if he refuses he loses his 
title. His fellow citizens compel’ him to 
go to the legislature or the council when 
they need a specially competent man. It 
is assumed that without waiting to be 
asked he will be the leader in every move- 
ment for the physical or moral betterment 
of the village or city, and that he will give 
freely of his time and money. That prom- 
inent citizen” is kept busy serving the 
community, but his lot is an enviable one. 
All respect and trust him; all defer to him; 
all consult him about public and private 
affairs. He has honor, love, obedience; 
troops of friends.” | | 

When Chicago was a small city its 
“prominent citizen ” was required to make 
good his title. He had to serve as alder- 
man when there was no salary and there 
were no perquisites. He had to work for 
the community in many ways. All that is 
at an end here. The principle of noblesse 
oblige has been discarded. The “ promi- 
nent citizen no longer works for the com- 
munity; it works for him. It giveth its 
beloved franchises. A prominent citi- 
zen of the first class gets a switch track 
or an alley. One of the second class gets 
a part ot the sidewalk or a right of way 
under a street. When an obscure citizen 
desires privileges of this kind he must pay 
for them. Only the prominent citizen ”’ 
can get them for nothing, or for much less 
than they are worth. 

Elsewhere the prominent citizen ” pays 
for prominence. Here he is paid because 
he is prominent, The Chicago custom is 
a costly one for the city, whose revenues 
suffer by the gift of privileges which should 
be paid for, but it is a profitable one for 
the recipients, who behold with alarm the 
possibility of its decline and fall. 

Certainly the list of “ prominent citi- 
gens” should be revised. There should 
be stricken from it the name of every man 
who does nothing to promote the welfare 
of the community and yet has been the re- 
cipieut from it of profitable privileges, 
harmful often to his fellow citizens, which 
he pays nothing for to the city. The re- 
vision of the list would diminish greatly 
the number of names on it. : 

THE DOCTRINE OF CONSPIRACY! 

That. good old legal jack-in-the-box, the 
doctrine of conspiracy, has bobbed up in 
Omaha. It has on its face its usual grin. 
It is so pleased with itself! It has again 
proved its right to be regarded as the most 
ingenious, facetious, and tricksome legal 
toy that the science 
devised. 

For years its sudden and unexpected 
leaps out of its box have served mainly to 
agitate the laboripg man. Now, just to 
show that ng one is beyond its sphere of 
influence, it has jumped up under the nose 
of the employer. Its squeak is just as dis- 
concerting in one case as in the other. 

The Business Men’s association of Oma- 
ha is restrained (1) from conspiring to break 
up labor unions, and (2) from conspiring 
to injure employers who favor labor un- 
ions. The principle involved is closely re- 
lated to the principle which led the Cir- 


Louis association of master plumbers. 
There must be no industrial conspiracies. 
One master plumber may refuse to deal 
with another master plumber, one business 
man may refuse to deal with another busi- 
ness man, but when there is an organization 
which handles an orgauiszed refusal to en- 
ter into dealings, then a situation ariscs 
which gives the doctrine of conspiracy a 
chance to lift its head. 

If, therefore, the Omaha 1 n is 
made permanent the conclusion will be 
that the associations of employers which 
have lately become so popular will be ex- 
posed to the same incalculable jocularities 
on the part of the doctrine of conspiracy

1, 1904, the importation, masefacture, pur- 
chase, or sale of the plumage of egrets or 
herons and American pelicans of any spe- 
cies should cease. The Audubon society 


all illegal interference on the part of game 
wardens with the millinery trade and to 
refrain, from aiding the passage of any 
legislation that would restrict the impor- 
tation, manufacture, or sale of fancy feath- 
ers obtained from domesticated fowls or 
of the plumage of foreign birds other than 
those above specified. 

This agreement is to be in force for 
three years. Its provisions are of the high- 
est importance. They mean the absolute 
withdrawal from the trade during that 
period of the birds mentioned. e agree- 
meut sufficiently ministers to female van- 
ity by. saving for it the plumage of domes- 
tie and foreign birds. It will preserve our 
song birds in a large degree for three years, 
for if there is no sale for their plumage the 
most potent motive for their destruction 
will be wanting. It will also save some of 
the larger and most beautifully feathered 
birds like gulls, grebes, and members of 
the heron, pelican, and humming bird fam- 
ilies from extinction, for in three years of 
undisturbed freedom they will largely mul- 
tiply and make up for losses in the past. 
It would be still better if all the birds, save 
those in use for food, could be spared, but 
better half a loaf than none. In the mean- 
time lovely woman will be amply accom- 
modated in the way of feathers for her 
head wear. 


NEW BRITISH TERRITORY. 

By military operations the two districts 
of Sokoto aud Kano have been added to 
northern Nigeria and come under British 
supremacy. The new territory thus ac- 
quired is about 100,000 square miles iu 
extent and is rich in agricultural resources 
as well as in certain commercial! products. 
Considerable trade already is carried on 
in northern Nigeria, and, as the new ac- 
quisitions will expedite the progress of rail- 
road and telegraph projects already start- 
ed and intended to connect with the Niger 
river and Lake Chad, it is probable that 
Great Britain has secured ove of the most 
valuable sections of western Africa. At 
the same time it has suppressed the slave 
traffic, which was the cause of the military 
operations. There will be no protest 
against the annexation of the territory, as 
it had already been conceded to Great 
Britain by the Anglo-French delimitation 
commission in mapping the boundaries be- 
tween French and English possessions. 
Sokoto and Kano will now be wisely gov- 
erned, the inhüman slave traffic no longer 
will be carried on, and in the end both dis- 
tricts will be better off under the Nigerian 
governmment’s rule than they were under 
the rule of their ferocious and bloodthirsty 
emir. 

There is but little of the dark continent 
left for “ grabbing,” but Great Britain has 
its full share. It has now seventeen col- 
onies and protectorates. The smallest of 
these is Gambia, with sixty-nine square 
miles and 13,456 population; the largest is 
Nigeria, with 400,000 square miles and 25,- 
000,000 population. The annexation of So- 
koto and Kano adds 100,000 square miles 
to the area of the latter. The population 
is not known, as there has been no census. 
The total area of Africa is estimated at 
9,858,000 square miles, and its population 
at 192,520,000. Of this area Great Brit- 
ain occupies 2,036,604 square miles with 
42,749,192 population, according to the lat- 
est censuses, to which must be added the 
population of the recently acquired terri- 
tory when it is known, In other words, 
Great Britain controls in round numbers 
one-fourth of the continent of Africa with 
one-fourth of its population. .

which has had for several years past one 
of the most famous chefs in France. 

The other night the king dined there and 
was so delighted with a certain dish—it was 
the “canard aux navets,“ for which the 
chef was particularly celebrated—that he 
made up his mind to get the man at any 
price for his own kitchens at Brussels. The 
result was that twenty-four hours later the 
chef was on his way to Brussels, while the 
habitués of the Jockey club were deploring 
the loss of their cook, whom they declared 
to be the greatest gastronomic artist of the 
age; and heaping abuse upon King Leopold 
for having taken such a particularly mean 
advantage of the hospitality accorded to 
him by the Jockey club. There is no doubt 
that the next time he shows his face there 
his welcome, although courteous, will be ex- 
ceedingly cold and constrained. 

By the way, they are telling a good story, 
of Leopold at Paris. It seems that, wander- 
ing alone through the Louvre the other day, 
an old man ran full tilt into him and, instead 
of apologizing, commenced abusing him, ex- 
claiming: 

ou should look where you are going.“ 
and adding. Do you know that I am a mem- 
ber of the municipal! council?“ 

A thousand pardons,“ was Leopold's 
reply, as he doffed his hat, Moi, je suis que 
le roi des Belges (I am only the king of the 
Belgians). 


Baron Keudell, who has just died at Ber- 
lin, was the author of a most interesting 
volume of reminiscences concerning Prince 
Bismarck, and was, perhaps, better qualified 
than almost any one else to write about the 
great chancellor. For he was something 
more than a private secretary for nearly a 
generation to the founder of German unity. 
He filled in a way the position that David 
occupled in e house of King Saul, and 
when not engaged in secretarial duties he 
would be requested by old Princess Bis- 
marck, who was exceedingly fond of him, to 
seat himself at the piano and to soothe the 
iron chancellor's high strung nerves. with 
soft melodies. In fact, like David of old, he | 
‘was employed to drive away the fits of anger 
and of rage of his master by the strains of 
his music. In the Bismarek family he used 
to go by the name of Tante Keudell, or 
aunty.“ in consequence of his finicky and 
old maidish ways, amusing in a man of his 
herculean stature. 

When Bismarck at length got tired of him, 
as he tired of every one else, he sent him off 
as ambassador to Rome, where he remained 
for a number of years and enjoyed a degree 
of intimacy at the quirinal equaled by that 
of no other foreign diplomat. For the now 
widowed Queen Marguerite is as passionately 
fond of music as he was himself, and when 
she was at Rome the ambassador would 
spend whole afternoons playing duets with 
her at the palace, sometimes at one pi 
and sometimes at two planos. Of course his 
official work was meanwhile sadly neglected 
—dispatches remaining unanswered—but the 
German government derived inestimable po- 
Utical advantages from the influence which 
he acquired over the king and queen through 
his intimacy with them arising from the 
| piano. 

Eventually the baron made the mistake, 
from a diplomatic point of view, of marry- 
ing a woman who, although she had royal 
blood in her veins, was a professional plan- 
iste, the baroness being the morganatic 
daughter of Duke Ernest of Würtemberg 
and of Natalie Eschborn, who was created 
Baroness Grunhof on the occasion of her 
marriage. Old Baroness Grunhof, who lived 
with her daughter and her son-in-law, died 
only a short time ago’ This marriage of 
Baron Keudell, of course, impaired his inti- 
macy with Queen Marguerite, and conse- 
} quently also his usefulness as an ambassa- 
dor. He was accordingly permitted to re- 
sign, and had since then divided his time be- 
tween his country seat, near Frankfort, and 
Wiesbaden, which latter place seems to be 
a favorite refuge for the old age of retired 
ambassadors, statesmen, and military dig- 
nitaries. 


— 
Considerable amusement has been created 
by the discovery that one of the four stat- 
ues of the prophets, which constitute an 
important feature of the magnificent new 
entrance of the cathedral at Metz, is mod- 
eled on the kaiser, the resemblance being 
of a most striking and successful char- 
acter. The prophet—or the kaiser—is rep- 
resented as wearing a long cloak, and with 
the forefinger of his right hand he is point- 
ing to an open scroll held before his breast 
with the left hand. The emperor, who pre- 
sented a superb photograph of this new 
entrance of the Metz cathedral, on which 
sculptors have been engaged for the last 
five years, to Leo XIII. on the occasion of 
his visit to the vatican the other day, has 
figured in many different rdéles and parts. 
This is, however, the first occasion, I be- 
eve, of his being found among the 
prophets.“ 


To Duke Adolph Frederick of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwerin, elder brother of Prince 
Henry of the Netherlands, and brother-in- 
law, therefore, of Queen Wilhelmina, be- 
longs the distinction of being the first royai 
victim of a serious automobile accident, 
which is rather astonishing in view of the 
large number of princes and princesses of 
the blood who have become passionately 
addicted to this particular form of locomo- 
tion. The duke, who is one of the best four- 
in-hand whips on the continent, a daring 
steeplechase rider, and the victor in a long 
distance ride from Constantinople to Berlin, 
was driving the other day in his automobile 
from Schwerin to Berlin when overtaken by 
darkness in conjunction with a storm of 
mingled snow and sleet, which prevented 
either his chauffeur or himself from seeing 
moro than a few feet ahead and at the same 
time rendered the steering of the vehicle 
most difficult. 

Suddenly toward 10 o’clock at night, when 

in the neighborhood of Doberitz, the auto- 
mobile skidded across the road up against 
a tree with such force as to be completely 
wrecked, while the duke was thrown high 
up into the air into the branches of a tree by 
the shock, falling down into the wreckage 
of the motor and sustaining not only a 
number of severe bruises but likewise a cut 
which laid open his scalp. It was some time 
before he recovered consciousness, and al- 
though he was at first reported to have been 
fatally injured, yet he seems to have es- 
caped in a most miraculous manner with 
a slight concussion of the brain, from which 
he is now recovering. 
Duke Adolph wears on his breast a medal 
for saving life conferred upon him by the 
sultan and which is always a source of much 
amusement to his friends and relatives. 
During his stay at Constantinople he was 
received in audience by the sultan, and was 
about to take his leave when a heavy wood- 
en screen suddenly tottered and would have 
toppled over on to the padisha had not the 
duke jumped up and held it until the sultan 
got clear of it. Abdul Hamid insisted that 
the duke had saved his life, was profuse in 
his professions of gratitude, and insisted 
in conferring upon him in addition to other 
distinctions the Turkish medal for saving 
life.

AWAY FROM DEPUTY 


“Con” Mahoney of Sheriff Barrett's Of- 
fice Explains Eseape by Saying 
That He Trusted the Offender “for

While in the custody of Deputy Sheriff 
“Con” Mahoney; who says he trusted 
him for old time friendship’s sake, Thomas 
D. Courtney, former constable and general 
bad citizen, slipped out of the law's clutches 
yesterday. 

In the easiest possible fashion, Courtney 
decamped from Justice Underwood's court- 
room at Clark and Washington streets, 
whither Mahoney had escorted him from 
the county jail to be a witness. The fugi- 
tive’s rearrest is demanded by the state's at- 
torney because of several indictments ‘now 
pending against him. 

„ knew Courtney when a boy, and I 
knew his father before him well,“ said Ma- 
honey in reporting the escape to Jailer Whit- 
man. 

a trick on me. We were sitting in the court- 
room waiting for the case to be called, and 
Tom asked me to take him to another room. 
There he gave me the slip, and was gone 
before I could follow him. He went down 
the stairway to Clark street, and I couldn't 
follow in the crowd.” 

Courtney was allowed to go to the justice 
court under guard of the deputy on applica- 
tion of Attorney Fred Mains, who visited 
the state's attorney's office in the morning, 
and later made his plea to the sheriff. The 
justice court case was a civil suit growing 
out of the transaction which recently re- 
sulted in the indictment of Courtney on. a 
charge of selling mortgaged pianos. Court- 
ney and two others were arrested on the 
charge several weeks ago, and the indict- 


ments were returned by the April grand jury. 


But this was not Courtney’s first clash 
with the law. He, Philip Bulfer, and Henry 
Winn were indicted nearly two years ago 
for conspiracy toimprison Miss Sue E. Wayn- 
ick, a school teacher. Courtney arranged to 
plead guilty, made a confession, and was to 
have been a state’s witness. Once on the wit- 
ness stand, however, he repudiated his con- 
fession, and declared that he had beén act- 
ing as a detective for the defense.” 6 

Bulfer was sentenced to the penitentiary 
and Co ey was given a year in the county 
jail, a sentence which he completed a few 
months before getting into his present 
troubles. 

At the county jail there was a disposition 
to gloss over the affair, so far as Deputy 
Mahoney is concerned. : 

It was treachery on the part of Court- 
ney,” said Chief Deputy Sheriff C. W. Peters. 
„We will get him again. So far as I have 
learned Mghoney cannot be blamed.”’

DOCTORS IN CONVENTION DISCUSS 
LORENZ’S METHODS. 
Operation on Lolita Armour Declared 

Not a Complete Success and Case 


“Bloodless” Treatment — Many 
Speakers Rally to His Defense and 
Tell of Cures Effected — Addresses 


Are Without Personal Attack. 


Washington, D. C., May 13.— [Special. 
The methods of Dr. Adolph Lorenz in treat- 
ing congenital hip disease and club feet came 
up for considerable criticism today at the 
meeting of the American Surgical and Ortho- 
pedic associations, but the majority of the 
speakers favored thé “ bloodless surgery 
which he introduced in the United States. 

The statement was made that the operation 
upon Lolita Armour, the daughter of J. Og- 
den Armour of Chicago, to perform which 
the Austrian surgeon had come to the United 
States, had not proved entirely successful. 


Case Where th Followed. 


The storm center the discussion of the 
Lorenz method was at the session of the 
American Orthopedic association, before 
which Dr. A. J. Steele of St. Louis cited’ the 
case of a boy 8 years old,.afflicted with hip 
disease, who had been operated upon by the 
Austrian surgeon and subsequently had died 
of meningitis. He -did not attribute the 
death directly to the operation, but warned 
his colleagues that the Lorenz methods 
ought to be employed with great care. | 

Dr. H. Augustus Wilson of the Jefferson 
hospital, Philadelphia, presented a repert 
from twenty-three cases observed in the hos- 

tal, eight of which were operated upon by 

r. Lorenz. Dr. Wilson made a defense of 
the Lorenz methods, and, as he had assigted 
the Austrian surgeon in all the cases pre- 
sented, his judgment carried great weight. 

Dr. W. M. L. Coplin of Philadelphia re- 
ported the case of a 7 year old girl who died 
after Dr. Lorenz had operated upon her; 
death in the view of Dr. Coplin pelng due to 
shock. 

Termed Too Severe. 

Dr. G. W. Davis of the University of Penn- 
Sylvania read a paper in Which he main- 
tained that the Lorenz méthods were too 
severe and that they had been accompanied 
by injuries, paralysis, and death. Dr. E. H. 
Bradford of Boston offered resolutions of 


thanks to Prof. Lorenz for coming to this ; 


cuntry and demonstrating his methods. Dr. 
Bradford said he believed the demonstration 
of Dr. Lorenz’s methods had been of distinct 
advantage to the medical and surgical pro- 
fessions in this country and thought that 
that in the treatment of children under 7 


method was the best. 


Skill and Experience 

Dr. Henry Ling Taylor of New York ex- 
pressed his high regard for Dr. Lorenz, but 
maintained that both skill and experience 
were necessary in order to obtain successful 
results from the employment of hi@methods. 
Dr. Roswell Park of Buffalo, one of the sur- 
geons who attended the late President Me- 
Kinley, did not approve of the breaking of 
bones and the impairment of tissues incident 
to the qperations of Prof. Lorenz. 

The discussion was carried on in the best 
of temper, all of the speakers expressing sin- 
cere regard for Dr. Lorenz personally and 
professionally. No action was taken.

pendence on Pennsylvania System

The scheme which bas been contemplated 


for some time of connecting the Michigan 


Central and the Lake Shore railroads at 


Grand Rapids, Mich., is to be carried out. 


The Michigan Central practically has se- 


cured the whole right of way necessary for 


the connection. 

The connecting line will be three and one- 
third miles long and will enable the Lake 
Shore to run its trains into thé union depot 


at Grand Rapids over the Michigan Central 


tracks, but the carrying out of the project 


is due more to the desire of the Vanderbilt 


roads for a direct line from Grand Rapids to 


Chicago. 


Now Use Pennsylvania Branch. 
Formerly it has been necessary for the 
Michigan Central to send its Chicago trains 


over the Grand Rapids and Indlana 
owned by the Pennsylvania. By building 
this connecting line the Vanderbilts secure 


an independent line of their own from Grand 
Rapids to Chicago. 
The connecting spur from the Lake Shore 


‘road will come into South Grand Rapids at 


the Burton avenue crossing and will connect 


with the Michigan Central just north of the 
South Grand Rapids depot. . 


Low Rates Help Pacific Coast. 
James J. Hill, by reducing freight rates on 
more than 500 commodities between the At- 
lantic and Puget sound points, has gained 
much popularity for his Great Northern 
road among Pacific coast merchants. 
One reduction is on canned corn handled 


in the mining and Alaskan trade. The old 
rate was 95 cents,a hundred pounds from 
the Atlantic coast to Seattle, while the rate 


from Missouri river common points was 80 
cents.
